The biggest obstacle rem ains

It retained several provisions 
from the subcom m ittee bill, in­ 
cluding one that would create

em ­ 
pow ered to ban racial discrim ­ 
ination in em ploym ent in pri­ 
vate industry. The com m ission 
would have to go into court to 
get an injunction carrying out 
its findings, however, instead of 
having 
its

enforcem ent 
pow ers, as in the subcom m ittee 
bill. 


Two other provisions would 
ban 
racial discrim ination 
in 
hotels, 
restau ran ts, 
theaters 
and other places serving the 
public, and em pow er the P resi­ 
dent to cut off funds for federal 
program s where discrim ination 
is practiced.

M rs C ham berlain phoned the 
fire dep artm en t while her hus­ 
band and the m otorist raced to 
the Snyder hom e in an effort 
to rescu e the widow. 
C ham berlain said the entir# 
interior of the hom e w as flam ­ 
ing w hen they arrived, and the 
intense 
heat 
prevented 
them 
from entering. 
C ham berlain said M rs 
Sny­ 
d er had a dog and several ra ts . 
but he could not hear any b ark ­ 
ing of a dog or other noise and 
they could not see her at any 
of the windows 
F irem en said she m ay have 
been felled bv sm oke and as­ 
phyxiated 
before 
the 
flam es 
reached her. 
Water Supply Short 
F irem en w ere ham pered In 
the b attle with the blaze be­ 
cau se o f a lack of sufficient 
w ater 
T he solid brick stru c tu re re ­ 
tained the fire within until the 
firem en broke windows to play 
w ater on the flam es, and to 
hunt for Mrs. Snyder.

whole house becam e “ an Infer­ 
no.” firem en reported, and over 
four tan k e r loads of w ater w as 
used in an effort to subdue the 
conflagration.

Political Side Of A Moral Issue 


Anyone remembering the high moral 
tone of both party platforms on civil rights 
in I960 must feel like grimacing over 
what is happening in 1963. 
In 1960, the platform writers were fish­ 
ing for masses of votes — the votes of 
Negroes jam-packed into the c r o w d e d 
northern cities that hold the balance of 
power over the choice of presidential elec­ 
tors in national elections. 
They were willing to promise anything 
and they did — both Republicans and 
Democrats. But on Election Day 1960 
Negro voters as a group continued to 
swing their support to the Democratic 
party in sufficient numbers to give a 
squeaker victory to John F. Kennedy. 
And now, building fences for another 
presidential election in 1964. the Kennedy 
administration is striving desperately to 
do something about that 1960 pledge. 


ONCE MORE it is fishing for votes, not 
masses of votes this time but handfuls in 
the U S. Senate and U S House of Repre­ 
sentatives. The moral issue of the 1960 
national campaign now is reduced to fund­ 
amental political terms. 
The political issue is not what is judged 
to be right or wrong but what will muster 
enough votes to pass. The Democratic 
party cannot put through a civil rights 
bill on its ow-n because it cannot support 
in the segregated South It must have the 


help of Republicans if it really wants 
results. 


But Republicans, on the other hand, re­ 
membering 1960 and many national elec­ 
tions before that, going back to 1932, have 
no political reason to help the Democrats 
out of their racist dilemma. 
Republicans have everything to lose and 
nothing to gain by supporting any civil 
rights bill for which the Kennedy admini­ 
stration will claim credit. They have been 
given no reason to believe the massed 
Negro vote in the Democrat-dominated 
northern cities ran be weaned away from 
the New Deal-Fair Deal New Frontier 
axis. 


UNDER NO circumstances, in o t h e r 
words, would Republicans get any credit 
from Negro voters in Democrat-dominated 
cities for rescuing floundering Democrats 
from civil rights inconsistency. Why not 
let them flounder then^ Why help them 
plaster over that ghastly split between the 
segregationist South and their double- 
talking Northern “ liberals” ? 
Now that the great moral issue of 1960 
has simmered down to the political issue 
1963 as far as Democrats in Congress 
are concerned, why not let them stew in 
it until they apologize to the Negroes 
they deny civil right to in the one-party 
Solid South and promise everything to rn 
the two-party North? 


One Enormous Difference 


President Kennedy says he detects sim­ 
ilarity between his position in politics be­ 
fore 196ft and Sen Coldwater'* position to­ 
day. 
The opposition he faced then in Sen 
Hubert Humphrey, the President com­ 
pares with the opposition Sen. Coldwater 
faces now in Gov Nelson A Rix-kefrller 
He points out that Sen Humphrey could 
not hope to win. but could hurt the front- 
runner's chances if he won some state 
primaries. Gov. Rockefeller can do this 
to Sen Gold water, he thinks 
Perhaps he can. 
But there Is one 
enormous difference between the situation 
♦fiat confronted the ten senator from 
Massachusetts in 196ft and the circum­ 
stances surrounding Gov. Rockefeller as 
1964 draws near. 


There was no popular impetus behind 
John F Remedy In 196ft. The job he 
tackled was to huild up his candidacy 
from scratch It was like building a movie 
starlet into a star. 
In 1964 there is phenomenal popular 
impetus behind Barry Coldwater, so much 
so he is puzzled The problem in his case 
is not how to build him up but how to 
keep his popular appeal from setting off 
a political rout. 
The political experts are afraid the peo- 
pie will break away and force the nomi­ 
nation of someone who satisfies them, for 
a change. The experts can think of a dozen 
reasons Sen. Coldwater should not he 
nominated, but they doubt if they can get 
the people to agree with them

President Kennedy has won the first big 
round in his attempt to get a civil rights 
bill through Congress this year.

Reds Capture 
Th roe Yanks 
In Viet Fight 


.SAIGON, Viet Nam < AP» — 
Communist guerrillas smashed 
a crack South Vietnamese task 
force Tuesday 
and 
probably 
captured the three C S Army 
advisers with the 120-man task 
force. 


The three Americans, listed 
as missing, were two officers 
and an enlisted medic. Strag 
glers returning from the rout 
said both officers had been 
wounded in the fight. 
A second government force of 
about 20ft men. operating only 
a few thousand yards away. 
learned of the battle too late to 
help C S authorities said Com­ 
munist radio jammers knocked 
out the channels on all local 
military radios. 
The operation cost the Viet 
namese special forces an esti­ 
mated 2ft killed, 3ft wounded 
and 12 missing and presumed 
raptured 
Heavy weapons lost 
included a 6ftmm mortar Viet 
Cong losses were unknown 
“ The day ended with the ene­ 
my in command of the field." a 
high-ranking American officer 
said 
Names of fhe missing Ameri 
cans were not announced 
The U S casualty list rose to 
four late Tuesday when the Air 
Force pilot of a light spotting 


plane was hit by machine gun 
fire The pilot flew back to his 
base, however. 
Tuesday s fight was in the 
same area 14ft miles southwest 
of Saigon where another gov­ 
ernment 
unit took a beating 
Oct. 19 
All day today, 
patrols and 
spotting 
planes 
combed 
the 
area where the fight took place 
but made no contact with the 
guerrillas 
Presumably 
they 
slipped away in small groups on 
Sampans. 
According to an intelligence 
estimate, the Viet Cong prob­ 
ably had about 3ftft troops in the 
area at one time. 
The Viet Cong had been ad 
vert using for several weeks that 
it 
planned 
a 
major 
attack 


against Tan Phu, the base of 
the Vietnamese special forces 
that took part in the fight. 
| 
Military officials said about 
300 Vietnamese began moving 
north against 
a reported Viet 
Cong 
concentration 
Monday 
night. 
At dawn Tuesday the task 
force charged into the zone 
three miles north of Tan Phu 
where they expected to find tho 
enemy 
and found nothing. 
Two companies in the force 
met some enemy fire but kept 
moving The ill-fated third com­ 
pany ran into a wall of fire. 


Helium was discovered in the 
sun in 186,'\ almost 3ft years be 
fore its presence on earth was 
detected.

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Botulism Scare Grips 
Lake Erie’s Fisheries 


CLEVELAND 
(AP) - Offi-, 
cials of 
Ohio fisheries along 
Lake Erie report the scare over | 
seven recent deaths from botul­ 
ism poisoning has driven custo­ 
mers from fish markets all 
along the lakes and also rocked 
inland sales. 
Commercial fishermen from 
Sandusky to Conneaut have been 
freezing their catches in hope 
of better days ahead. 
The fishermen, already hard 
hit by a poor fall fishing season, 
blame the latest sales drop on 
the federal warning against eat­ 
ing smoked fish processed in 
the Great Lakes area. 
Comparatively 
few fish are 
smoked for commercial use on 
this side of Lake Erie. The ban 
does not affect canned and fresh 
fish. 
Harold Pearson of (he Pearson 
Fish Co. in Conneaut said about 
35.000 pounds of the firm's last 


shipment to Chicago were re­ 
turned by wholesalers who could 
not find a market for them. Nor­ 
mally his fishery trucks 70.000 
pounds of fresh perch a week to 
the Chicago market. 
He also noted a 25 per cent 
drop in fresh fish sales at the 
company’s own market in Con­ 
neaut. 
“All we can do is put them in 
the freezer and hope for the 
best,” Pearson said. “We bought 
some smoked white fish from 
Erie, Pa., for sale last Friday 
and wound up eating them our­ 
selves. N o b o d y would buy 
them.” 
The situation also has damag­ 
ed sales of fresh fish and com- 
pletedly removed smoked fish 
from the market in Vermil­ 
ion, according to Ray H. Full, 
president of the Kishman Fish 
Co The company has branches 
in Huron and Painesville

COM MRUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
npprl for more efficient working 
space arrangements for state 
agencies a theme which has 
run through almost every Little 
Hoover Commission report so 
far gets added emphasis in rec­ 
ommendations made public to­ 
day. 


Ohio's Public Works ftepart- 
menl is the subject of this lat­ 
est reporl from the BR business­ 
men who agreed to make the 
economy - efficiency study of 
s t a t e government for Gov. 
James A. Rhodes. 
Public works dates hack to the 
early years of the last century, 
when the legislature created a 
public authority to administer 
Ohio's 813-mile network of can­ 
als. 


It still is responsible for what 
Is left of that network, but now 
it coordinates use of state build­ 
ings. takes contractors’ bids for 
most state projects except high­ 
ways, and supervises construc­ 
tion for other state agencies. 
“ Long-range plans and capi­ 
tal needs for housing state em­ 
ployes are now prepared by 
Public Works," says the Little 
Hoover group dryly, “ then con­ 
solidated by the capital plan­ 
ning section of the Department 
of F'inancp, then ignored " 
As a result, the commission 
contends, the original planners 
in Public Works begin to wonder 
if detailed plans are worth the 
effort 


They are, this report argues, 
and a “ thorough, long - range 
study should be made to deter­ 
mine the type of buildings that 


should be constructed to provide 
adequate state office facilities." 
The commission m a k e s a 
rough estimate that as much 
as $440,000 a year could be sav­ 
ed by the state's owning, rather 
than leasing, working space. 
Other suggestions call for only 
one attorney-examiner to be as­ 
signed to the department instead 
of two. a clerical - stenographic 
pool, faster disposal of the re­ 
maining canal lands, abandon­ 
ing 28 miles of canal land be­ 
tween St. Marys arid Delphos, 
renegotiating water rental ar­ 
rangements with industry at Ak­ 
ron and St. Marys, periodically 
surveying state office space use. 
encouraging a uniform level of 
preventive building maintenance 
and changing six State Office 
Building elevators in Columbus 
from manual to pushbutton oper­ 
ation.

Museum Collection O f Stage 
Material Attracts Attention 


A search for old theater pro­ 
grams and reviews led a retir­ 
ed Pittsburgh physician and his 
wife to the city Tuesday after­ 
noon for a look at the codec 
tion of the East Liverpool His­ 
torical Society stored in th e 
(’arnegie Library Museum. 
Dr. and Mrs. Ford E. Curtis, 
former drama and English in 
structors at the University of 
Pittsburgh, are seeking materi­ 
al for a collection of theater 
programs from theaters in New 
York. Pittsburgh and Pennsyl 
vania. 
When completed, Dr Curtis’ 
collection will he turned over 
to the Curtis Theaterieal Libra­ 
ry in Pitt's new $10 million li­ 
brary, giving drama students a 
ready access to materials for 
research. 
Dr. Curtis started a personal 
collection of theater programs 
and 
reviews of plays 
many 
years ago and his project has 
“ since taken on considerable 
scope.” 
He said he was “ extremely in­ 
terested in pre-World War I 
theater m a t e r i a I." some of 
which is found in the local His­ 
torical Society's collection. 
Harold 
B. 
Barth, 
curator, 
compiled the local collection and 
it was described by the former 
Pitt professor as "extremely in­ 
teresting and remarkable, an 
admirable collection " Adding 
to its interest is the fact that 
Barth saw hundreds of the plays 
in person and was familiar with 
some of the great ait ors and 
actresses of years ago, Dr. Cur­ 
tis explained 


“ Barth has a lot of material 
that I don’t." Dr. Curtis said 
in examining the old programs 
from both Broadway and off- 
Rroadway theaters at the libra­ 
te'. 
Dr. Curtis receives duplicates 
of material filed in the main 
theater collection at the N e w 
York Public Library. 
But his collection for the new 
Pitt library is incomplete, and 
the search goes on for theater 
handbills, reviews and programs 
from theaters in Pennsylvania 
and surrounding areas, m o s t 
closed years ago The N i x o n 
Theater is Pittsburgh's o n l y 
legitimate theater still in exist- 
ance.

.Icily doughnuts 
Remove the 
prepared biscuits from the card­ 
board tube. Fry in deep, hot 
shortening 
until 
brown 
and 
floating on the surface. Turn 
them over so the other side can 
brown. Drain. When cool make 
a slit with a small sharp knife 
and insert a teaspoon of your 
favorite 
jelly! 
Sprinkle with 
powdered sugar and they are 
fabulous. 


Regular doughnuts: Cut out 
the center of the biscuit with a 
large thimble or the center of 
any doughnut cutter. (One can 
also cut biscuits in quarters.! 
Fry, drain, cool an'-’ sprinkle 
with cinnamon, sugar or pow­ 
dered sugar. Plain sugar can be 
put on the donuts when they are 
warm. 


THESE BISCUITS may be put 


In a pan as usual and then 
dotted with margarine, sprin­ 
kled with cinnamon sugar and 
baked 


They may also be rolled In a 
combination of nuts and cinna­ 
mon and sugar, after coating 
them 
with 
margarine. 
Then 
place the biscuits on edge, one 
resting on another to form a 
ring (such as a breakfast rolli. 
This makes a fast homemade 
coffee cake Raisins may also 
be used. 
Stretch biscuits into a two-by- 
three-inch rectangle S p r e a d 
with margarine and then sprin­ 
kle the top of each biscuit with 
parmesan cheese Roll each bis­ 
cuit like a jelly roll, then shape 
to form a crescent, top with 
margarine and bake

The Grimes Golden Is yellow 
and round, low in acid, and 
mild in flavor The Grimes was 
discovered in Brooke County, a 
c h a n c e seedling believed to 
have been planted bv Johnny 
Appleseed about 1800. accord 
ing to Johnson 
Like the Grimes Golden, the 
Golden Delicious originated in 
West Virginia 
A favorite eat­ 
ing apple with a distince flav­ 
or. the Golden Delicious still is 
crisp and juicy and was dis­ 
covered in Clay County in 1912 
The Red Delicious, favorite 
American 
dessert 
fruit, 
has 


been harvested as well as most 
of the Rome beauties, most pop­ 
ular all - purpose apple, John­ 
son said. 
The Rome and Willow Twigs 
are h a r d y winter varieties. 
“ The Willow Twigs is a variety 
that was the money - maker 
for our early farmers because 
it would keep well until spring 
in the common stone storages 
that dominated Route fifi and 
the Elwood community. 
“ In those days. apples were 
picked, stored and packed in 
barrels. The barrel staves were 
cut in West Virginia 
T h e y
